453.1. Deposits in General, The treasurer of state, 
and of each county, city, town, and school corporation, 
and each township clerk, and each county recorder, au- 
ditor, sheriff, clerk and bailiff of municipal court, and 
clerk of the district court, and each secretary of a school 
board shall deposit all public funds in their hands in 
such banks as are first approved by ths executive coun- 
cil, board of supervisors, city or town council, board of 
school directors, or township trustees, respectivoly. Tho 
term “bank” shall embrace any corporation, firm, or in- 
dividual engaged in a general banking business. 

453.2. Approval—Requirements. The approval of a 
bank ap a depository shall be by written resolution oF 
order which shall be entered of record in the minutes 
of the approving board, and which shall distinctly name 
each bank approved, and specify the mazimum amount 
which may be kept on deposit in each such bank. 

453.3. Increase Conditionally Prohibited. The mazi- 
mum amount so permitted to bo deposited in a named 
bank shall not be increased oxcept with the approval of 
tho treasurer of state. 

453.4. Locatio nof Depositories. Deposits by 
the treasurer of state chall be in banks located in this 
state; by a county officer, in banks located in his coun- 
ty within thio state; by a city or town treasurer, in banks 
located in the city or town, but in the event there is no 
bank in such city or town then in any other bank located 
in this state which shall be selected by tho board of 
directors or the trustees of such school district; by a 
township clerk in a bank located within this state which 
shall be selected by such township clerk and approved by 
the trustee of such township, Provided, that deposita 
may be made in banks outside of lowa for the p 
of paying principal and interest on bonded jadebecdnene 
ef any municipality when such deposit is made not more 


than ten days before the date such principal or interest 
becomes due.
